The  committee  to  whom  was  referred  at  the  last  annual  communication 
the  resolutiim  respecting  »he  right  of  a  subordinate  Lodge  to  try  its^naster 
for  any  unmasonic  conduct,  made  the  following  report,  which  was  read,  and, 
on  n>f>tion.  ordered  to  »ie  on  the  rable: 

The  undersigned,  to  whom  was  referred  by  the  Grand  Lodge  of  North  Carolina  at  its  an- 
nual meeting  in  December,  1827,  the  question  of  the  right  of  a  subordinate  Lodge  to  try.  the 
master  tbereot  for  unmasonic  conduct,  have  had  the  same  under  consideration,  and  beg  leave 
to  report, 

That,  although  they  have  no  precedent  to  aid  them  in  forming  an  opinion  on  the  subject, 
nor  do  they  find  any  thing  laid  down  in  any  masonic  book,  having  any  bearing  on  the  particu- 
lar case,  yet  they  entertain  no  doubts  of  the  right  of  a  Lodge  to  try  its  master  as  well  as  any 
other  of  its  members.  In  fact,  this  right  seems  to  be  actually  indispensable  to  the  well  being, 
if  not  to  the  existence  of  every  Lodge.  As  fair  a  criterion  to  test  the  soundness  of  any  posi- 
tion, is  perhaps  to  adopt,  or  suppose  the  adoption  of  a  contrary  one,  and  see  to  what  conse- 
quences it  would  lead.  In  the  present  case  it  would  follow  as  a  matter  of  course,  that  it  the 
Lodge  has  not  the  power  of  trying  its  master,  no  power  subordinate  to  the  G.  Lodge  possesses 
it.  Suppose  then,  tor  instance,  (and  the  su]>position  is  not  an  extreme  one,)  that  the  Master 
of  a  Lodge,  immediately  after  his  election  to  that  office,  should  be  guilty  of  gross  unmasonio 
conduct,  if  the  Lodge  over  which  he  presides  has  not  the  power  of  trying  him,  one  of  three 
alternatives  only  remains,  namely,  the  (irand  Lodge  must  be  convened  specially,  at  great  ex- 
pense and  trouble,  wait  until  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  or  suffer  him  to  preside 
over  the  Lodge  until  his  term  of  office  expires.  To  adopt  a  principle  leading  to  such  conse- 
quences appears  to  your  committee  too  monstrous  to  be  thought  of  for  a  moment.

time  and  place  of  the  investigation;  and  shall  report  to  the  Grand  Master  their  proceedings, 
and  thu  result  of  such  investigation;  and  if  they  shall  report  that  the  charges  are  true,  the 
Grand  Master  shall  forward  the  report  to  a  neighbouring  Lodge,  which  shall  be  authorised 
to  proceed  to  pass  such  sentence  upon  said  Master  as  is  just  and  proper,  and  conformable  to 
the  usages  ot  Masonry. 

The  to  loui  ig  amendment  was  proposed  to  the  above: 

Resolved,  That  on  complaint  being  made  to  the  M.  W.  Grand  Master  against  the  Mas- 
ter ot  a  subordinate  Lodge  forunmasonic  conduct,  the  G.  Master  may  order  the  said  Mas- 
ter to  be  tried  by  the  members  of  his  Lodge,  and  shall  appoint  a  brother  of  skill  and  pru- 
dence to  preside  at  the  trial,  who  shall  exercise  all  the  powers  of  Master  of  said  Lodge, 
until  the  former  Master  shall  be  reinstated  or  a  new  one  regularly  appointed. 

Resolved  further.  That  in  case  the  Master  be  convicted  of  the  charges  prefered  against 
him,  he  shall  stand  suspended  until  the  regular  Communication  of  the  Grand  Lodge.
